Dr. Classie Hoyle joins Clarke’s 
administrative team as the Vice 
President of Academic Affairs and 
Dean of the college. 

According to Hoyle, as Aca- 
demic Dean, she is responsible to 
President Meneve Dunham for 
the academic affairs of the col- 
lege. She will evaluate curricu- 
lum, recruit and develop faculty, 
monitor students on academic 
probation, and investigate stu- 
dents’ complaints about faculty. 

Hoyle also hopes to increase 
Clarke’s enrollment. She says, 
“All over the country private col- 
leges are struggling to attract 
students because of the economy. 
Faculty need to be involved with 
admissions and do some creative 
kinds of things to attract students 
to Clarke.
